WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—New 
charges of waste amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars were made against 
the Relief Administration last night 
by Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho. 

In a radio address he demanded 
an investigation by a “wholly dis- 
interested committee or tribunal.” 
Asked before he stepped to the mic- 
rophone what he meant by that, he 
said: “Congress.” 


Borah urged that the administra- 
tion use additional safeguards 
against waste in the huge relief 
program contemplated for next 
year, 

$572 to Administer $4. 

In one Western county, he assert- 
ed, he had a report that $4 had 
been disseminated in relief, but that 
the cost of administration had been 
$572. In another county it cest 
$576, he said, and the amount ad- 
ministered was $6. 

“The relief problem will be with 
us for a long time,” he asserted. “It 
is going to take not only millions, 
but it will run into billions. Every 
dollar saved in administration 
means food and shelter for the 
needy and the unhoused. 

“Before we start upon a new pro-- 
gram, there ought to be a thorough, 
searching and dispassionate inves- 
tigation by disinterested parties, not 
only as to things past but as to 
how best to deal with the matter 
in the future. With the cost and 
expense now being incurred, there 
is going to be a breakdown.” 

Apparently replying to the state- 
ment of Harry L. Hopkins, Federal 
Relief Administrator, that he had 
supplied no specific evidence of 
“shameful waste” to a FERA inves- 
tigator who conferred with him last 
week, Borah said nothing had oc- 
curred to justify modification of his 
accusations. 

Details Reports of Waste- 

Instead, he went into more detail 
regarding reports of waste which 
he said had poured into his office. 

“The source of waste seems to 
come from administration in the 
field,” he declared. “The adminis- 
trative payroll is enormous. Those 
in authority in different sections of 
the country, through pressure or 
desire, seem to place a wholly un- 
necessary number of persons on the 
administrative payroll at salaries 
beyond what the service justifies. 

“Many of these persons cannot 
qualify on the basis of relief or of 
experience. The payroll becomes 
clogged and padded and the cost 
of administration runs in some in- 
stances from 25 per cent to 50 per 
cent of the sum administered.” 

Earlier in the day the relief ad- 
ministration had reported that in 
August 11.6 per cent of all relief ex- 
penditures went to pay administra- 
tive costs. September figures were 
not available. 

Disappearance of $1,000,000. 

Borah in his address said: “This 
afternoon a gentleman whom I 
know well came to me from one of 
the states presenting what seemed 
conclusive proof that a million dol- 
lars is unaccounted for in that state, 
that in some way or other it has 
utterly disappeared.” 

While in the West this summer, 
he said, he received evidence tend- 
ing to show a waste of $2,500,000 to 
$3,500,000 of relief funds. Indict- 
ments returned in this instance have 
been dismissed by the Government 
with the explanation that legal 
proof was lacking, Borah reported. 

“IT do not assume to criticise the 
dismissal,” he continued. “I assume, 
of course, there was no evidence 
establishing crime or criminal in- 
tent. But I am now advised that no 
one has controverted the proposi- 
tion that this vast sum of money 
was actually wasted and squan- 
dered in ways that cannot be justi- 
fied.” 

He said a report, made by “a cour- 
ageous official,” had disclosed that 
for $5.47 expended for relief in one 
state, $2.68 was spent for adminis- 
tration. 

$5100 to Handle $4700. 

“Taking 100 eounties in the state, 
the report disclosed that the admin- 
istrative costs in administering 
$4700 was $5100,” he said. “It is fair 
to say that some improvement has 
been made.” 

In a middle-western city of 200,- 
000, he continued, the central relief 
office has 806 administration em- 
ployes whose salaries, together with 
incidental expenses, total $1,500,000 
a year. 

“In another city in the Middle 
West they have 1506 administration 
employes in the central office, the 
salaries and incidental expenses 
amounting to about $2,000,000 a 
year. These two instances given 
are not exceptional. 

“In a Southwestern state, the 
Administrator declared that the cost 
of administration was about 25 per 
cent of the fund administered, and 
further declared that this was mod- 
est compared with other states with 
which he was familiar. I contend 
that 25 per cent for administration 
is waste upon the face of it.” 

Cites Red Cross Record. 

Borah asserted that all of . the

PHILADELPHIA MAN 
HELD 24 DAYS FOR 
100,000 RANSOM 


Kidnaping of William 
Weiss, Night Club Fig- 
ure, Is Disclosed as U. S. 
Agents Go on the Job. 


SIX NOTES HAVE 
BEEN RECEIVED 


No Money Has Been Paid 
and Circumstances of the 
Abduction Have Not 
Been Learned. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—Fed- 
eral agents have made a belated 
start in the search for William 
Weiss, wealthy night life figure who 
vanished 24 days ago. They ac- 
knowledged only that Weiss has 
been missing since Oct. 26; that his 
family has received “about a half 
dozen” notes from purported kid- 
napers threatening death to Weiss 
if $100,000 is not paid, and that 
they have been working toward a 


solution since Sunday night, when 
the missing man’s family sought 
their help. J. Edgar Hoover, head 
of the Bureau of Investigation, took 
personal charge of the inquiry. 

The circles in which Weiss is 
known are full of rumors and the- 
ories. He is reputed to be the 
captive of underworld characters 
who originally intended to abduct 
Max (Boo Boo) Hoff, a friend of 
Weiss. Hoff is a boxing manager 
and is understood to be in Holly- 
wood, Cal., with several fighters he 
manages. 


Weiss Missing Since Oct. 26. 


Weiss and his wife lived in near- 
by Overbrook Hills where he main- 
tained a two and a half story 
house, cojionial in architecture, 
with spacious lawns and wpardens. 
He left that home for towntown 
Philadelphia on Oct. 26 and has not 
been seen since by his family. 

The door of an office he occupied 
in a Philadelphia building bore the 
name of a firm that is supposed to 
be a Canadian liquor manufactur- 
er or distributer of which Weiss is 
the reputed local agent. 

R. George Harvey, head of the 
special investigation unit of the 
Department of Justice here, ques- 
tioned one man, said to be a friend 
of Weiss, for two hours. The man 
then left in the company of two op- 
eratives. Harvey’s office made it 
known that it had been aware of 
Weiss’ activities. 

“There were not notes or threats 
received before the reported kid- 
naping that we know of,” Harvey 
said. “The first note came a few 
days later. We do not know the 
details of the kidnaping.” 

Asked about reports that Robert 
Mais, Philadelphia gunman who 
shot his way out of jail in Rich- 
mond, Va., on Sept. 29 while await- 
ing electrocution, abducted Weiss, 
Harvey said definitely “we aren't 
looking for Mais.” 

U. S. Agents Play Lone Hand. 


The Justice Department men are 
playing a lone hand_~ in investiga- 
tion of the kidnaping, first news of 
which was made public last night 
in a copyrighted story in the Phila- 
delphia Record. Philadelphia po- 
lice knew “nothing of it” and re- 
porters who called the Lower Mer- 
ion police station, under whose jur- 
isdiction Overbrook falls, gave po- 
Nice there their first hint of the 
crime. 

The ransom notes to Weiss’ famn- 
ily, the Record continued, threat- 
ened “horrible death” to the kid- 
naped man unless the money were 
paid. The paper said Buck Mayer, 
a close associate of Weiss, spent 
days in a frantic effort to raise 
money and went to New York at 
least once on this mission. 

Police said Weiss had no police 
record except for one arrest on a 
minor charge several years ago.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Prosecutor 
Forest A. Harness told the Insull 
mail-fraud jury today that Samuel 


Insull and his aids wrote fictitious 
profits on the books of their invest- 
ment companies in a deliberate 
plan to deceive the public. 

“They inflated a $10 stock divi- 
dend to $516.28,” the young Govern- 
ment attorney asserted. “If that 
isn’t dishonest and fraudulent prac- 
tice, nobody ever heard of it. They 
knew the result would be to deceive 
the public. Insull had his mind 
made up to do it, notwithstanding 
the fact that his auditors told him 
it was not proper. 

‘He overruled them, and they 
yielded, in a complete about face, 
to the will of the master.” 

Refers to “Preferred List.” 

Harness, making the Govern- 
ment’s closing argument, empha- 
sized a charge that Insull and a 
1929 “preferred list’’ made fat prof- 
its at the expense of the Insull con- 
cern in which stockholders lost 
$100,000,000. 

“That syndicate, dealing in Mid- 
dle West Co. stock, sold it to the 
Corporation Securities Co. and to 
Insull Utility Investments,” he told 
the jury. 

“The Corporation Securities Co. 
didn't have the money..to. buy it; | 
they got it later, from the people 
they ecedived with this worthless 
stock. And with that money they 
put a 25 per cent profit into their 
own pockets.” 

In conferences in Judge James H. 
Wilkerson’s chamber today, the de- 
fense attorneys asked for permis- 
sion to use 20 hours in closing argu- 
ments, but reached no agreement 
with the prosecutors. 

All Denied Directed Verdict. 

The final phase of the case 
opened yesterday after Judge Wil- 
kerson had refused to acquit any 
of the defendants by taking their 
case away from the jury with a di- 
rected verdict. 

“There is sufficient evidence, on 
the acts of all, to warrant submit- 
ting the question of their guilt to 
the jury,” he ruled after defense at- 
torney had offered three hours of 
legal arguments in which one 
branded the Government’s charges 
as “ridiculous,” and another as “fan- 
tastic.” 

The Judge’s ruling put all of the 
defendants, from Insull himself to 
his private secretary, into the jury’s 
hands. 

They Had to Get Money. 

Harness, talking to the jury from 
a speakers’ pulpit surrounded with 
documents and ledgers, pictured In- 
sull as “going to the dear old pub- 
lic’ for millions to meet private 
troubles. 

“They had to get money”—that 
was a frequently repeated phrase. 

The prosecutor contended’ that 
from the first day stock in Insull’s 
Corporation Securities Co. was of- 
fered to the public, investors were 
deliberately deceived. 

“The defendants say that. their 
market operations were only in- 
tended to support the market,” said 
Harness. “Why, on the day it was 
first available, H. L. Stuart bought 
6650 shares on the market at $100 
—while salesmen were out telling 
people to get in on the ground floor 
at the offering price of $75. 

“There’s nothing honest about 
that, and it ‘goes to the very heart 
of this whole fraudulent scheme.” 

Leaning toward the jury, Harness 
said: 

At $25 Below Market. 

“They told investors we're offer- 
ing you stock at $25 below the pres- 
ent market. A man would have 
been a fool not to invest.” 

Scanning one of the sales circu- 
lars for Corporation common Har- 
ness dwelled on a statement that 
the Corporation would begin busi- 
ness with $80,000,000 in assets and 
said, “They had 304,000 shares of 
Insull Utility Investments,  Inc., 
half of it paid for with borrowed 
money. That statement was false 
and they knew it was false!

,.CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—The Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation has 
moved to collect a part of overdue 
funds in the $90,000,000 “Dawes 
Joan.” 

In Federal Court yesterday attor- 
neys for the RFC filed suit against 
the 4000 stockholders of the Cen- 
tral Republic Trust Co. seeking to 
determine their liability on the 
$60,000,000 unpaid balance. 

The court was asked to deter- 
mine if recovery could be made of 
$14,000,000, the amount of the com- 
pany’s capital stock. Among stock- 
holders named is former Vice- 
President Charles G. Dawes. 

At the time the bill was filed Fed- 
eral Judge John P. Barnes granted 
RFC attorneys a temporary re- 
straining order enjoining other 
creditors of the stockholders from 
instituting similar suits pending 
disposal] of the Dill. 

Two Loans Made. 

While the Central Republic was 
extended $90,000,000 credit by the 
RFC, only $80,000,000 was actually 
borrowed by the bank, a loan of 
$30,000,000 being obtained on June 
29, 1932, and $50,000,000 on Oct. 5, 
1932. The suit alleged $7,022,000 was 
still unpaid on the first loan and 
$52,000,000, including interest, was 
due on the second. 

John L. Hopkins, an attorney for 
the RFC, said he understood the 
State Auditor might be asked to 
take over the Central Republic for 
liquidation. William C. Freeman, 
vice-president in active charge of 
the concern, said that while the bill 
asked for a receiver who would 
handle money that might be col- 
lected from the stockholders, it did 
not necessarily mean a receivership. 

Freeman added that “there was 

no reason whatever for a receiver- 
ship for the Central Republic Trust 
Co.,” and said that monies were 
being collected as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
' The organization formerly was 
known as the Central Republic 
Bank and Trust Co., but the name 
Was changed when the City Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Co. took 
over deposits two years ago. The 
City National, whose chairman is 
Dawes, is not named in the litiga- 
tion. Dawes had resigned as chair- 
man of RFC prior to the granting 
of the loan. 

The City National Bank was or- 
ganized with new capital and pur- 
chased only such assets of Central 
Republic as it desired. The other 
assets of Central Republic were 
left in the old company to be 
“worked out.” Central Republic 
ceased to function as a bank with 
the formation of City National and 
became an investment firm. 

The RFC’s bill yesterday said 
that payment had been demanded 
between Nov. 4, 1933, and July 17, 
1934, but the nature of the com- 
pany’s reply was not made public. 
Also, the bill stated, the RFC 
learned on Nov. 17 that the com- 
pany was not in position to pay its 
bills. 

Collateral Behind Loan. 

More than three months ago 

Jesse Jones, chairman of the RFC, 


paid the Government was seeking 


to collect the overdue principal and 
He said that the amount 
Was secured by considerable collat- 
eral, all of which was in the hands 
of the Reconstruction Corporation, 
and that the RFC did not expect to 
take much, if any, loss on the 
Dawes bank loan. 

He explained there remained 
“either 14 or 28 millions” in securi- 
ties in addition to other substantial 
property. Some of this security, he 
said, consisted of notes by Chicago 
business men backed by good col- 
Jateral. 

Jones said not more than $11,000,- 
000 of the security offered by the 
bank was of Insull issues. 

The contents of the security port- 
folio was reported to a Senate com- 
mittee in December, 1933. At that 
time the value of the Insull securi- 
ties was placed at between $8,000,- 
000 and $9,000,000 by one member of 
the committee, which refused to 
make the complete report public.

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FURTHER SPECULATION 
ON ALAPAGOS VICTIMS 


Friend Says One of Them Was 
Not German Dentist, as 
He Died Last Spring. 


By the Associated Press. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Nov. 20.— 
Belief that Dr. Alfred Rudolph Lo- 
renz, Berlin dentistry instructor, 
could not have been the man found 
|dead Sunday on a lonely island of 
the Galapagos Archipelago, was ex- 
pressed today by W. W. Herne of 
Rio de Janeiro, friend of Dr. Lo- 
renz. 

Herne, who arrived to visit friends 
in Sacramento, said he was _in- 
formed last spring while in Pana- 
ma that Dr. Lorenz had died. 

Herne expressed the belief that 
the two bodies found on the island 
were those of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Wittman, German friends of Lorenz 
and members of his voluntary exile 
colony on Charles Island of the Ga- 
lapagos group. Herne said he be- 
lieved Wittman had become ill and, 
with his wife, was trying to reach 
a lane traveled by the supply ship 
plying between Panama and the Ga- 
lapagos, when their frail boat was 
wrecked in a storm. 

The bodies were found on a small 
coral island several hundred miles 
off the path. 

The lonely, waterless isle is known 
as Marchena, 160 miles northeast 
of the old convict isle of Charles, 
which is near the equator, 500 miles 
off the coast of Ecuador. 

Nine persons are known to have 
been on Charles Island. They were 
the Wittmans, a 14-year-old son and 
a 2-year-old baby, the only white 
person known to have been born in 
this strange archipelago; Dr. Fried- 
erich Ritter, Berlin raw food exile, 
and his mate, Frau Dore Strauch 
Koerwien, also of Berlin, and the 
Baroness Eloise Bonsquet de Wag- 
ner of Vienna, with two compan- 
ions, Alfred Rudolph Lorenz of 
Paris and Robert Philipson, her 
mate. All were self exiles seeking 
an island paradise, 

Scientists who know all of them 
said the only man who was slight- 
ly bald was Wittman. One body 
found was said to be partly bald. 
The Baroness, self-styled “Em- 
press” of the archipelago, and her 
two companions, disappeared, after 
three years of sensational episodes 
on the island, in the middle of June. 
A letter written June 16 by Dr. Rit- 
ter came July 30 to Capt. G. Allan 
Hancock of Los Angeles, patron of 
science and explorer who each year 
takes a scientific party to the archi- 
pelago. It told of the mysterious 
departure of the Baroness and her 
companions. 

Neither the Ritters nor the Witt- 
mans were known to have a boat. 
Letters, such as the packet found 
written by Mrs. Wittman, were 
either left in a barrel at Postoffice 
Bay of Charles Island, or given to 
the fishing boats that infrequently 
stopped there. Thus the presence 
of the letters would not necessarily 
mean that the bodies were those of 
any two of th nine inhabitants of 
Charles Island. The only baby 
clothes in the archipelago, as far 
as known, were of the Wittman 
family. Baby clothes were found 
with the bodies. 

A strange angle was the finding of 
a@ passport of Lorenz in the shirt 
pocket of one of the victims.

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PARAGUAY REJECTS 
NEW LEAGUE PLAN 
FOR CHAGO TRUCE 


Refuses to Accept Report 
of Committee Urging 
Cessation of Fighting 

+ Pending Arbitration.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Nov. 20.— 
Paraguay flatly rejected last night 
the League of Nations’ latest pro- 
posal to end the war in the Chaco. 


The Government refused to ac- 
cept a report of the League’s Chaco 
Consultative Committee recom- 
mending cessation of hostilities 
pending arbitration. The Chancel- 
lory, it was understood, instructed 
representatives in Geneva to notify 
the League of the decision. 

Paraguay, flushed by recent suc- 
cesses in the jungle war, insists 
that fighting be stopped only after 
reliable guarantees which would 
make its resumption impossible. 

Sources close to the Government 
said a section of the report particu- 
larly objectionable was one provid- 
ing for establishment of a neutral 
zone. This, Paraguayans contend, 
would enable Bolivia to reorganize 
its army to resume the war should 
a@ proposed peace conference in 
Buenos Aires fail. 

While Paraguayan troops were 
mopping up in the Pilcomayo River 
sectors, following their smashing 
victory at Fort Ballivian, Gen. Jose 
Estigarribia, commanding Para- 
guayan Chaco forces, telegraphed 
that 1000 Bolivian dead had been 
counted at a spot called La Accion. 

Gen. Estigarribia made public the 
names of 53 Bolivian officers he 
said had been captured at Bal- 
livian. ~ 

The Defense Ministry estimated 
Bolivian losses since the present 
phase of the Chaco war began in 
June, 1932, at 50,000 killed and 225,- 
000 prisoners taken, including three 
Colonels, 16 Lieutenant-Colonels, 26 
Majors and 70 Captains and Lieu- 
tenants. 

The Paraguayan losses were not 
given.

BAR DISCIPLINARY 
GROUPS NAMED BY 
~ SUPREME COURT 


Missouri Supreme Tribunal 
Appoints Committees to 
Enforce. New. Rules Now 
in Effect. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court today 
appointed the members of bar dis- 
ciplinary committees in each of the 
38 judicial circuits of Missouri. The 
groups will be the enforcement 
agencies in carrying out a new sys- 
tem of regulating the practice of 
law in the State and disciplining at- 
torneys guilty of unethical or unpro- 
fessional conduct. 

The appointments provide the 
principal agencies for putting into 
effect a new set of rules adopted 
by the Supreme Court, effective 
last Nov. 1, for regulation of the 
bar. The rules were recommended 
by a judicial commission of out- 
standing lawyers, appointed by the 
court, which made an intensive sur- 
vey of the practice of law in the 
State. 

Ruling on Court’s Power. 

The new system was inaugurated 
as a result of a ruling by the court 
about a year ago that the Supreme 
Court had the inherent power to 
regulate and control the practice of 
law in Missouri, independent of any 
constitutional or statutory provi- 
sions. 

The system particularly will fa- 
cilitate the procedure for disciplin- 
ing or disbarring attorneys found 
guilty of unethical or unprofession- 
al conduct. It will substitute offi- 
cial committees in each Judicial 
Circuit to investigate complaints 
and prosecute such cases. These 
official committees will replace the 
grievance committees of the State 
and local bar associations, which 
formerly performed such policing 
duties for the legal profession in 
a voluntary capacity. 

General Chairman Named. 

Boyle G. Clark of Columbia, a 
former president of the State Bar 
Association, was appointed general 
chairman of the bar committees. 
He will have no direct control over 
the acts of any of the judicial cir- 
cuit committee, but will co-operate 
with them and aid in seeing that 
the committees function efficiently 
and that all provisions of the new 
rules are carried out. The office 
carries no compensation. 

Each committee has four mem- 
bers. The Supreme Court, in the 
first appointments, named members 
on each committee for terms of one, 
two, three and four years. On expi- 
ration of those terms. successors 
will be appointed for terms of four 
years.

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NEWARK PUBLISHER 
WON'T SIGN WITH GUILD 


Says He Will Suspend Publica- 
tion Rather Than Permit 
Closed Shop.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 20.—L.. T. 
Russell, publisher of the Newark 
Ledger, announced last night 
through his counsel, Merritt Lane, 
that he would not sign a Newspa- 
per Guild contract and thus end the 
strike of his editorial employes. In 
a typewritten statement, he said 
that unless the strike ceased “the 
paper quite likely would be obliged 
to suspend.” 

Russell received the Negotiations 
Committee of the Newark Newspa- 
per Guild in his office in the pres- 
ence of Lane, the latter’s assistant, 
John Clancy, and Paul Smith, man- 
aging editor. On the committee 
were Robert Ring, Emmet Crozier, 
president; Don Palmer and Nathan 
Goldberg. Jonathan Eddy, secre- 
tary of the National Guild, was 
present as an observer. 

The contract, calling for a prefer- 
ential shop and a minimum of $45 
for experienced reporters, desk 
men, artists and photographers, and 
for a 40-hour week of five days, 
was handed to Russell. A discus- 
sion of the contract followed and 
after two and a half hours the com- 
mittee departed. 

Statement oi Counsel.

gloomy watchman with the strange 
German accent and had laughed 
about his peculiar walk,” Mrs. 
Hayes said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. “When he came in 
last night, followed by the new 
man, Mrs. James said, ‘Here he 
comes now.’ 

“He walked to the back end of 
the bar and said to Louis, ‘Here’s 
the new watchman.’ Louis wanted 
to know why the change was being 
made, but he said nothing in re- 
ply. He asked Louis to sign the 
new man’s paper. Louis took it to 
the center of the bar, got a pencil 
and signed it. Meanwhile, Bluhm 
was standing at the end of the bar, 
reading a newspaper. The new 
man was sitting on the end stool at 
the bar. 

“As Louis gave the new man his 
paper, the old watchman raised up 
and said, ‘You doped my _ beer.’ 
Louis laughed and said, ‘Oh, if 
there’s anything wrong it’s with 
you,’ or something to that effect. 

Shooting of Cuneo. 
“Bluhm reached in his coat pock- 
et and drew a revolver. He put it 
in Louis’ face and snapped the trig- 
ger. Louis stepped back, looking 
surprised, then turned his back and 
started to walk away. He had gone 
about 15 feet when Bluhm aimed 
his revolver and fired. Louis went 
down behind the bar without mak- 
ing a sound. 

“My brother and I ran for the 
front door. Mrs. James slid down 
under the table and my husband 
ran to the telephone. He told me 
later that Bluhm tried te run out 
the back way, then started for the 
front door, stopped to fire a shot at 
him. and then went into the street. 
“Meanwhile, my brother called 
to me to follow him to Glazier’s 
drug store to get to a telephone. As 
we got inside the drug store he ran 
into a phone booth. I said to the 
druggist, ‘That crazy watchman has 
killed Louis Cuneo.’ 
“At that moment my husband ran 
in. I said, ‘Where’s the watchman r 
and he said, ‘He’s after us With a 
gun.’ I said, ‘Follow me into the 
basement,’ but my husband and 
brother ran out the side door into 
Olive street, just as Bluhm came In 
the front door, at the corner. 
“As I ran down the stairs to the 
basement, I passed a drug clerk 
coming up. I told him to hide, but 
he went on up into the store. I ran 
through the basement and hid be- 
hind some boxes. After a few mo- 
ments I heard a shot, and then 
groans, shouts and curses. I hid 
there until I heard the police sirens 
and then I came up. Mr. Glazier 
had been shot, and they were just 
taking him away.” 
Roy E. Horn, the drug clerk whom 
Mrs. Hayes met on the basement 
steps, told detectives he continued 
upstairs to the prescription depart- 
ment. Glazier had been working 
there and was just starting out one 
of the doors into the store. 
“I went out the other door,” Horn 
said. “The watchman was advanc- 
ing toward Mr. Glazier with a pistol 
in each hand. Without saying 4 
word he fired. Bluhm walked out 
of the store. Mr. Glazier was hit 
in the abdomen. I ran out across 
the street to tell the people in the 
other drug store to call the police, 
and then came back with a doctor 
and helped care for Mr. Glazier un- 
til the police arrived and took him 
to the Jewish Hospital.” 
The new watchman, Nickens, who 
was unarmed, had dashed out the 
back door of Cuneo’s place when 
the proprietor was shot. Mean- 
while, Bluhm went from the Glazier 
drug store to the Lorelei rink. 
“T was sitting at the counter when 
he came in,” Miss Smith, the cash- 
ier at the Lorelei rink, said today. 
“IT had known the watchman since 
I went to work at the rink in Janu- 
ary. He was & peculiar, grouchy 
man, and some of the people around 
the rink used to make fun of his 
slow ways and call him ‘Lightning. 
It always made him angry. 
“He came up to the counter, 
reached under his coat and drew: 
an automatic pistol. Even then t 
didn’t occur to me that he was go- 
ing to shoot. I thought it was some 
kind of a joke. I stood up. He put 
the automatic in his pocket and 
pulled out a larger gun—it looked 
ke a revolver.

jumped away and got behind a 
door. He fired again. There were 
about 75 persons in the rink and a 
great uproar began, girls scream- 
ing and men shouting. They all 
seemed to be trying to get out the 
front entrance. 

“One of the boys in the skate 
room picked up a skate and start- 
ed after the watchman. Bluhm 
turned on him, pointed his revolver 
and pulled the trigger, but the 
weapon did not go off. Then he 
ran out. I was taken to De Paul 
Hospital. The doctors dressed a 
flesh wound in my arm and a 
slight scratch on the chin caused 
by the bullet, and let me go home. 


Policeman Beckmann Arrives. 


As Bluhm left the skating rink a 
police scout car in which rode Pa- 
trolman Beckmann and Sergt. Ora 
Morgan was pulled up at the curb. 
The policemen had had a radio call 
a few moments before that there 
was a shooting in the neighborhood. 

“Bluhm was just coming out of 
the rink with an automatic in his 
right hand,” Patrolman Beckmann 
said. “I got out of the car with my 
service revolver in my hand and 
shouted at him, ‘Bluhm!’ He turned 
away from me, fired two shots at 
the skating rink and then swung 
around and fired twice at me. 

“I fired one shot in return and 
dodged back behind a parked car. 
He raised his automatic to his head. 
I took careful aim and fired. He 
fell. As I ran up to him he had 
dropped the automatic and was try- 
ing to draw a revolver from his 
shoulder holster. 

“I took the revolver and picked 
up the automatic. Then I said, 
‘What's the matter, Bluhm? Why 
did you try to shoot that man?’ 
(meaning someone who had come 
out of the door of the rink). He 
only replied, ‘What’s the matter? 
Who shot me?’” 

Police Scout Cars Reach Scene. 


By this time scout cars with si- 
rens wailing were converging from 
all directions. Policemen, unable to 
determine what had happened, en- 
tered virtually every building on 
the east end of the block. The skat- 
ing rink crowd gathered excitedly 
on the sidewalk, and automobiles 
of the curious blocked traffic. 

Glazier was being carried fo an 
ambulance as the sirens began to 
sound. Policemen who entered Cu- 
neo’s saloon found him on his face 
behind the bar, dead. He had been 
shot in the back between the shoul- 
ders. Miss Smith was being cared 
for by friends in the rink office. 
The wounded watchman, placed in 
a police car, was conscious, disre- 
garded questions, muttered contin- 
uously his fears that he was being 
poisoned. 

The autopsy definitely showed 
that the watchman had been killed

The fatal bullet had 
entered the left side of the watch- 
man’s head and emerged from the 
right. The wound of entry was not 
powder-burned and was on the op- 
posite side from the hand in which 
Bluhm was holding his automatic.

A second-degree murder charge 
against Eugene Epstein, 56-year-old 
real estate dealer, in connection 
with the killing of Abe Cooperman, 
Democratic politician, in January, 
1932, was continued for the tenth 
time in Circuit Judge Baron’s Court 
yesterday.

BARTHEL DIVORCE SUNT 
DEPOSITIONS FILED 


Druggist Tells of Winning 
$5000 at Cards in 1923 
and 1924, 


Karl A. Barthel, proprietor of a 
drug store at 5518 South Kingshigh- 
way, won about $5000 gambling 
from the fall of 1923 to May, 1924, 
he testified in depositions in his 
divorce suit against Mrs. Lucille

She charged he 
blackened her eye four times, but 
he denied that, and testified he hit 
her with his fist only once, and 
that was because she came home at 
about 2 a. m. and threw a piano 
stool at him.

Meyer, who was 67 years old, was 
killed by gas poisoning last Sept. 30 
at Pittsburg, Kan., and was buried 
here, Oct. 3, at Sunset Burial Park. 


The Coroner at Pittsburg held that 
his death was accidental. His body 
was found in the bathroom of his 
apartment. A gas heater had been 
burning, but for some reason the 
flame had gone out. 

Etzel was to have been tried yes- 
terday, but when neither Meyer nor 
his wife appeared to testify, Cir- 
cuit Judge Baron continued’ the 
case, commenting that there had 
been a “flagrant attempt to intimi- 
date witnesses.” 

Denies Intimidation. 

Mrs. Meyer, seen at her home, 
5400 South Main street,-told a re- 
porter she hag not been in court 
because she had not been subpenaed 
as a witness. She said no attempt 
had been made to intimidate her, 
and that she knew of no effort to 
intimidate her husband. They sep- 
arated, she said, last April, and in 
June he went to Kansas. 

Etzel is charged with holding up 
Mr. and Mrs. Meyer on the night 
of June 21, 1932, in their home, then 
at 415A East Marceau street, and 
taking $4 from them. Two men 
went to the house, and for 45 min- 
utes demanded a larger sum they 
believed was hidden there, beating 
Meyer and threatening to _ shoot 
him unless he gave them the mon- 
ey. Police, summoned by neigh- 
bors, arrested Etzel on the side- 
walk in front of the house. 

At that time both Meyer and his 
wife identified Etzel as one of the 
robbers. Last February, when he 
was brought to trial, neither iden- 
tified Etzel, and the jury was un- 
able to agree on a verdict. Cir- 
cuit Judge Baron, who presided at 
that trial, told a reporter after he 
left the bench yesterday that the 
evidence produced then showed 
that someone had visited the Me. - 
ers and warned them that “it 
would go hard with them” if they 
testified against Etzel. 

Says She Never Saw Defendant. 

“Nobody ever threatened me,” 
Mrs. Meyer told a reporter, “and 
so far as I know, nobody ever 
threatened my husband. I never 
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saw this man Etzel after the hold- 
up and nobody talked to me about 
him.” 

Mrs. Meyer, last February, testi- 
fied that shortly after the three 
men, in two automobiles, stopped 
near her home and pushed her into 
a hallway. “They asked me if I 
would identif ythe man who was 
locked up,” she testified. “I told 
them JI didn’t know whether I 
could. They told me they would 
give me twice as much money as 
they took.” “They would give you 
the money if you would do what?” 
Judge Baron asked. “They didn’t 
tell me what,” Mrs. Meyer answered. 

Mrs. Meyer, agreeing that she 
had identified Etzel immediately 
after the robbery, said her health 
was such at that time that she 
was unwilling to repeat her iden- 
tification at the trial last Feb- 
ruary. She had been ill for sev- 
eral days before the robbery, she 
said. 

Since the mistrial in February 
the case has been set for hearing 
four times, and on no occasion did 
Mrs. Meyer or her husband appear 
in court. “I never got a subpena,” 
Mrs. Meyer said. “I haven’t been 
hiding. I’ve been living here with 
my son. They could find me if they 
wanted me.” 

Circuit Attorney Miller said the 
Sheriff’s office, delegated to serve 
subpenas for the Meyers, had re- 
ported them “not found” in each 
instance.

Expense accounts totaling $16,506 
for the primary and general elec- 
tion campaigns of County Judge 
Harry S. Truman, Democrat, of In- 
dependence, United States Senator- 
elect from Missouri, have been filed 
with the Secretary of State.

The primary campaign expense 
account of $15,721, filed by Mayor 
Roger T. Sermon of Independence, 
treasurer of the Truman-for-Sena- 
tor Club, reported contributions of

The heaviest contributors listed 
for Truman’s primary campaign 
fund were William T. Kemper of 
Kansas City, Democratic National 
Committeeman for Missouri, and 
Joseph J. McGhee of Kansas City 
who gave $1000 each. Fred Boxley, 
county counselor of Jackson Coun- 
ty, contributed $600. The Kenne 
and Simpson architectural firm oz 
Kansas City, gave $375. The report 
listed contributions from Mayor 
Sermon of Independence, Robert L. 
Hood, Jackson County Clerk; E. I.

‘‘No Patent Medicine Will 
Cure Our Ills,”—‘‘We 
Must Continue and Im- 
prove” NRA and AAA. 


By the Associated Press. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—Either 


private enterprise or further expan- 
sion of governmental activities 
must be utilized at once to provide 
re-employment for from 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 workers, Donald R. Rich- 
berg, National Recovery Adminis- 
tration co-ordinator, said last night. 

Addressing industrial and busi- 
ness leaders of the Southeast, Rich- 
berg spoke of better housing as one 
way of advancing recovery. 

He mentioned “co-operative ef- 
forts’—such as NRA and AAA— 
and said: “We must continue them; 
and we must improve them. There 
is no patent medicine that will cure 
our economic ills. But of all the 


quack remedies the worst that is 
offered to this nation in the cold 
gray dawn of recovery from the 
intoxicated follies of 1929 is to get 
drunk again in another orgy of in- 
flation.” 

Richberg said the foundations 
had been laid in the last 20 months 
for an economic system in which 
private enterprise could compete 
for individual profit and at the 
same time co-operate to maintain 
a proper balance among agricul- 
ture, trade, industry, management, 
labor and consumer. 

“If the private managers of our 
financial and business institutions 
are ready and willing to build a new 
industrial structure upon these 
foundations, now is their opportu- 
nity,” he declared. 


Abundance of Credit. 


Richberg said there was an abun- 
dance of credit which could be used 
to finance better housing, and mil- 
lions of workers who were now ab:e 
or would be able to lease or buy 
these homes. “There can be no 
question that rebuilding of the 
homes of America would make for 
a far greater advance of our civili- 
zation than any other one develo™- 
ment,” he said. 

“Just as rapidly as private enter- 
prise reduces the load of unemploy- 
ment,” he said, “we can achieve 
steady reductions in the volume of 
governmental activities and expen- 
ditures.” 

“It is no answer to this problem 
to urge the Government to cut its 
expenditures down to the payment 
of the smallest dole that will keep 
the idle workers and their depend- 
ents alive. That program will not 
fulfill our obligations to our fellow- 
men. 

“We believe that the willing 
workers of trade and industry 
should be able to reéiy upon private 
enterprise for their continuous sup- 
port. We recognize the dangers 
that lie even in the temporary as- 
sumption of part of this responsi- 
bility by the Government. Now let 
us pray that, in the realization and 
acceptance of its great responsi- 
bilities, private business, encour- 
aged and supported by the govern- 
ments of the states and of the Unit-

Staggered Production Won't Work

LANSING, Mich., Nov. 20.—Ran- 
som E. Olds, veteran automobile

ADMINISTRATION SALARIES

$6000 Peak Set by Johnson Now Ex- 
ceeded in Several 
Instances. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—NRA 
has traveled far from the $6000 sal- 
ary peak Hugh S. Johnson set as the 
Blue Eagle criterion more than a 
year ago. 
That was the pay envelope John- 
son allowed himself and there was 
only one higher—Donald R. Rich- 
berg, who received $12,000 as gener- 
al counsel. 
Today there are 90 workers at the 
recovery unit getting more than 
$6000, while the executive group 
above $3000 numbers 350. In the le- 
gal division alone there are 102 men 
getting between $4500 and $6000, 
five receiving $6800 and two $8500. 
This compares with an average of 
$2104 being received by 17 law grad- 
uates who are junior patent exam- 
iners in the next wing of the Com- 
merce Building. 
A large part of NRA’S law staff 
consists of young men whose $12,- 
000 chief, Blackwell Smith, is under 
the 30-year mark. 
Members of the governing board

Whiteside and Sidney Hillman— 
are reported to be turning back 
their salary checks.

PLINY E, HOLT, DESIGNER 
OF WORLD WAR TANK, DIES

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TPTON EXTORTION 
TRAL CONTINUED 
FOR FOURTH TIME 


Hearing of Three Gangsters 
for Attempted Kidnaping 
of Michael Accardi Now 
Set for Dec. 10. 


Continued for a fourth time, the 
case of Herman Tipton, Carl Fio- 
rito and Jerome Crets, charged 
with extortion and attempted kid- 
naping of Michael Accardi for ran- 
som, is now set for trial] Dec. 10, 
before Judge Hogan. Tipton, an 
ex-convict, is reputed head of the 
Cuckoo gang. Two men were killed 
by the police as the result of the 
extortion plot with which he is 
charged. 

Sigmund M. Bass, defense law- 
yer, obtained the latest continuance 
yesterday, on his affidavit that 
Dominic Filippo of 5347 Bischoff 
avenue was out of the city and was 
an essential witness for the de- 
fense. 

The affidavit states that Filip- 
po will testify that he was ac- 
quainted with both Tipton and Ac- 
cardi; that he knew that they were 
“co-partners dealing in the man- 
ufacture and sale of alcohol,” and 
that he knows that Tipton and Ac- 
cardi had had differences over a 
debt of $4000 which Filippo knows 
Accardi owed to Tipton because of 
“a so-called split from the profits 
of an alcohol or a whisky still.” 

Will Try to Show Frameup. 

The affidavit further states that 
Filippo will say that he had a con- 
versation with Accardi after Feb. 
24, 1934, in which they discussed the 
arrest of Tipton and the other two 
during which Accardi told Filippo 
that “in truth and in fact Herman 
Tipton did not and no one else did 
in any manner in word of mouth or 
by act or deed” threaten Accardi 
with intent to extort or gain money 
from him. 

Filippo will also say, the affidavit 
states, that following a quarrel be- 
tween Tipton and Accardi over the 
debt, Accardi “falsely informed the 
police” that Tipton threatened to 
kidnap him, and that Accardi is 
now going through with the charge 
because he is afraid he _ himself 
will be prosecuted if he withdraws 
it. 

It is also stated that Filippo will 
'say that Accardi told him in a con- 
| versation that police had been at 
'his home ever since the arrest of 
Tipton and the others, threatening 
him with prosecution if he with- 
draws his charge. Accardi has had 
a police guard ever since the ar- 
irests were made. 

Basis of the Charges. 

Accardi’s charge against Tipton 
| and the three other defendants was 
made after Norman Godier and 
James Vincent Griffin were killed 
by city detectives in Accardi’s home,

been placed there to await the call 
of extortionists, who were to call 
and collect $2500, or part of that 
sum, under threats of kidnaping Ac- 
cardi and taking him “for a ride.”

MOST TUBERCULOSIS VICTIMS 
DIE IN PRODUCTIVE YEARS 


Dr. Spector Says Largest Number 
in St. Louis Were Between 
Ages of 19 and @. 

Although no one of any age is 
exempt from tuberculosis, most of 
its victims succumb to it in the 
most productive period of life, Dr. 
H. I. Spector, assistant city health 
commissioner, said yesterday atthe 
third annual clinical conference on 
Tuberculosis at Isolation Hospital. 

A survey of 43,072 cases in St. 
Louis in the last 25 years, he said, 
showed that between the ages of 10 
and 14 there were 719 cases; be- 
tween 14 and 19 there were 3241 
cases; and between 19 and 24 there 
were 6406 cases. He emphasized 
that tuberculosis could be controlled 
if diagnosed and treated at an early 
stage. 

Another section of the conference 
will meet Thursday at 10 a. m. in 
the tuberculosis division of the hos- 
pital,

TVA Executive Tells of Program 
To Combine Agriculture and 
Industry in Rural Communities 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


Vocational Instruction of Employes of Federal 
Agency Described by Dr. Floyd W. 
Reeves in St. Louis Addresses. 


Plans for an _ interchangeable 
farm-factory population in the Ten- 
nessee Valley were described by Dr. 
Floyd W. Reeves, social and eco- 
nomic personnel director of Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, in two St. 
Louis talks last night. He addressed 
a meeting of the League for In- 
dustrial Democracy, at Soldan High 
School, and made a radio talk on 
Station KSD. 

After telling of TVA plans to con- 
trol soil erosion and to fertilize the 
soil, Dr. Reeves said: 

“With the rehabilitation of the 
soil, people should be able to pro- 
duce sufficient crops to gain a live- 
lihood. However, if everybody farms 
more than he needs, the problem 
will be far from its solution. It 
seems necessary, therefore, to work 
out a balance between agriculture 
and industry in rural communities. 
The idea has been expressed by 
President Roosevelt in these words: 

Two types of life, and only two, 
are customarily described—rural 
and urban. In the past a man 
has either lived and worked in 

town or he has lived and worked 
on a farm... . I foresee that, in 
order to restore economic balance, 
we shall add another type of liv- 
ing. We shall have the urban 
group of population, the rural 
group and a third which may be 
called the rural-industrial group. 
By that I mean the people who 
will live on small farms, cultivate 
their best soil for home consump- 
tion and perhaps a few things for 
market, but who will depend upon 
industrial employment for the 
greater part of their cash _ in- 
come. 

12.000 Jobs Created. 


“TVA,” the speaker continued, “is 
not a relief organization. Immediate 
relief can best be given on projects 
organized specifically for purposes 
of relief. Where it is possible for 
TVA to assist in relief without in- 
terfering with its long-time objec- 
tives, such assistance is gladly 
given. 

“The number employed by TVA is 
over 12,000. Undoubtedly, many of 
these would be in need of relief 
if it were not for their preserit em- 
ployment.” 

More than 2,000,000 persons live 
in the TVA area, the speaker said, 
the area being 700 miles long, with 
an average 50-mile width, embrac- 
ing 40,000 square miles, in seven 
states. 

Dr. Reeves told of the methods 
used in selecting employes of TVA. 
Only residents of the region have 
been appointed to the jobs. 

“The act creating TVA,” he said, 
“exempts the Authority from Civil 
Service regulations as the basis of 
employe selection. It then states 
that, in appointments and promo- 
tions, ‘no political test or qualifica- 
tion shall be permitted or given 
consideration, but all appointments 
and promotions shall be made on 
the basis of merit and efficiency.’ 
In other words, TVA is intrusted 
with all the responsibility the Civil 
Service law provides as to careful 
selection and treatment of employes, 
but with the flexibility of a private 
corporation in administering a per- 
sonnel program. 


Employe-Training Plan. 


“As a means of spreading employ- 
ment over as wide a range as possi- 
ble, a sufficient number of men 
were employed to place construc- 
tion work on a basis of 33 hours a 
week, with four shifts daily of five 
and one-half hours each, Here were 
men with leisure time. It seemed 
an excellent opportunity to develop 
an employe-training program, in 
which the workmen would partici- 
pate on a voluntary basis. 

“Men were selected as laborers 
who were not only qualified for la- 
bor jobs, but who were also best 
qualified to benefit from the ad- 
vantages offered. Almost 40,000 ap- 
plicants were examined by the Per- 
sonnel Division, in co-operation 
with the Civil Service Commission, 
in 138 places. They were examined 
as to mechanical aptitude, ability 
to follow printed instructions, and 
ability to follow oral instructions. 
The last was designed for those 
men who have not had the advan- 
tage of a formal education, even to 
the extent of being unable to read 
or write. Personal interviews and 
other methods were also used in 
the selection of employes. Results 
appear to show that the method of 
selection was superior to: those usu- 
ally employed.” 

Vocational Opportunities. 

Dr. Reeves told of different 
phases of the training offered to 
the employes. “Dairying is learned 
at the dairy that furnishes products 
for the Norris town and camp, gar- 
dening at the gardens that furnish 
the vegetables, trades atthe trades 
shops that service the equipment, 
and so on. Training is offered. in 
the various phases of agriculture; 
in the trades, including work in 
four shops—automotive, electrical, 
general metal and woodworking; 
and in engineering. General train- 
ing is also offered in social and 
recreational activities. There is op- 
portunity for both the men and 
their wives, and for laborers and 
engineers. The scope of the pro- 
gram is broad, and the work is ar- 
ranged so as to fit as closely as pos- 
sible the interests of the individual. 

“As a part of the training pro- 
gram, groups of carefully selected 
members of the general construc- 


various kinds of construction work. 
Each member of this group rotates 
from one work crew to another in 
periods of approximately five 
weeks. During a year a member of 
this group will have gained experi- 
ence and training in 10 lines of 
work, having worked with electri- 
cians, carpenters, pipe fitters, rig- 
gers and in machine-shop, track, 
crusher plant, mixing plant and 
quarry work, and concrete carrying. 


Developing Skilled Workers. 

“Additional training in English, 
mathematics, drawing and the like, 
adds breadth. The regular course 


covers such topics as the purpose 
of a construction project, factors 
influencing location, economic fac- 
tors to be considered, method of 
financing, study of costs, method of 
construction, design, organization of 
construction work, selection of em- 
ployes, planning the job, selecting 
the materials and equipment, labor 
relations, safety, surveys, mapping 
and special problems. Those who 
are selected for this. group, and 
who complete the work, are in line 
for better opportunities as skilled 
workers and foremen.” 

The speaker told of a special 
training project for Negro labor- 
ers at Wheeler Dam. “The men,” 
he said, “are making willow furni- 
ture for their homes on their own 
time and with their own materi- 
als, while the women are being 
trained to develop a f rm of art 
which will depict various phases of 
Negro life. The designs are mod- 
ernistic, and will be embodied in 
the weaving of rugs, quilts and 
tapestries. In time it is hoped the 
Negro will evolve his own culture 
and tradition around these arts and 
crafts. 

TVA Workers’ Council. 
“All workers belonging to the 


various trade unions are represent- 
ed on the Tennessee Valley Work- 
ers’ Council. While the training 
program was initiated by the au- 
thority, the workers are gradually 
taking a more active part in guid- 
ing this program. To date the 
council has taken up problems such 
as wage rates, workihg hours, 
working conditions, apprenticeship 
training methods, co-operative en- 
terprises, elimination of waste of 
time and materials through em- 
ploye-management co-operation, 
protection of TVA property, adult 
education, recreational activities, 
the need for adequate and safe 
wiring of workers’ homes, cultural 
facilities such as libraries, and the 
need for socially and technically- 
trained foremanship and manage- 
ment. The Tennessee’ Valley 
Workers’ Council is i:;; line with the 
general efforts to build a better in- 
dustrial society. It is indeed an in- 
spiring exhibition of employe-man- 
agement co-operation.” 

Benefits of Cheap Electricity. 

Telling in an interview, before the 
evening addresses, of the changes 
expected to result from the cheap- 
ness of electricity in the TVA re- 
gion, Dr. Reeves named an official 


agency, the Electric Home-Farm 
Authority, which is introducing 
electric appliances at low cost. 


Though most St. Louis families 
have not felt able to install electric 
ranges, they are already becoming 
common inthe Tennessee Valley, he 
said. A combination electric stove 
and refrigerator sells at a price 
which he could not state exactly, 
but placed at about $140. 


There has been little or no immi- 


gration into the valley, thus far, he 
said, because of the policy of taking 
the workers only from the Valey’s 
regular population. Later, he an- 
ticipates, the coming of new indus- 
tries, attracted by cheap power, will 
bring in new inhabitants. Of the 
present inhabitants, some 3000 fam- 
ilies will have to be moved from 
land which is to be_ inundated by 
Norris Dame reservoir. They will 
be moved to other parts of the val- 
ley, and their compensation will en- 
able them to buy or rent new 
places.

SUPREME COURT AID 


Judges Select Former Prosecu- 
tor of Pettis County for 
Commissioner.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
‘banc yesterday selected Walter H. 
Bohling, Democrat, of 
as a Commissioner in Division 
No. 2 of the court, for the unex- 
'_pired term of the late John _ T. 
Fitzsimmons of St. Louis, who died 
‘last Nov. 10, four days after he 
‘had been elected for a 10-year term 
las a Judge in Division No. 1 of 
i'the Court. 


Fitzsimmons’ unexpired term as 
a commissioner, for which Bohling 
was appointed, ends April 10, 1935. 

Bohling, a former Prosecuting 
Attorney of Pettis County, had been 
mentioned but little in the prelim- 
inary discussion of the commission- 
ership and his appointment came 
as a surprise. He is a law partner 
of Donald S. Lamm of Sedalia, a 
son of the late Supreme Judge 
Henry Lamm of Sedalia. 

Next Appointment Before Jan. I. 

A successor to Fitzsimmons as a 
Judge in Division No. 1 of the Court 
will be appointed by Gov. Park 
shortly before Jan. 1, when the 10- 
year-term for which Fitzsimmons 
was elected would begin. The ap- 
pointment will hold for only two 
years. A successor for the remain- 
ing eight years of the term will be 
elected in the November general 
election in 1936. Judge Frank E. At- 
wood, Republican, of Division No. 1 
of the court, whom Fitzsimmons 
would have succeeded, was not a 
candidate for re-election. ° 

Atwood’s term expires Dec. 31. 

The Supreme Court Commission, 
created by the Legislature to aid 
the seven Judges of the Supreme 
Court, is made up of six members, 
three Democrats and three Repub- 
licans. Three commissioners are as- 
signed to each of the divisions of 
the court, Nos. 1 and 2. The com- 
missioners perform the same duties 
as the Judges in hearing appeals 
and writing opinions, but do not 
have a vote in the adoption of opin- 
ions. The salary of a commissioner 
is $7500 a year, the same as that 
of a Supreme Judge. The appoint- 
ment of the commissioners is con- 
trolled by the court. 

More Than Dozen Considered. 

The name of more than a dozen 

lawyers had been under considera- 
tion by the court for several days, 
before a conference of court en 
banc was called this afternoon. J. 
Caskie Collet of Salisbury, now 
chairman of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, has been con- 
sidered the probable appointee, but 
he eliminated himself because his 
father, James A. Collet of Salis- 
bury, also had been proposed for 
the commissionership. 
At one time it was understood the 
younger Collet could have received 
the votes of all of the five Demo- 
cratic Judges. The two Republican 
Judges of the court did not take an 
active part in the selection of the 
commissioner, leaving the decision 
to their Democratic colleagues.

Fog Spoils King George’s 
Parade to Parliament 


He Abandons the Historic Golden Coach for 
for First Time and Rides in 
Closed Auto. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 20.—King George 
expressed concern for the main- 
tenance of world peace today in an 
address opening Parliament and 
pledged that the British Govern- 
ment “will continue to make sup- 
port and extension of the author- 
ity of the League of Nations a car- 
dinal point of their policy.” 

“They earnestly trust,” he assert- 
ed, “that the general work of the 
disarmament conference may be 
actively resumed in an atmosphere 
more favorable to the attainment 
of definite results.

GENEVA, Nov..20.—A proposal of 


the United States Government for a 
world-wide agreement for control 
of the munitions trade, through a 
rigid license system, was laid today 
before the Steering Committee of 
the world disarmament gg@nference. 

A permanent disar ent com- 
mission would be created at Geneva 
under the plan advanced by Hugh 
R. Wilson, United States Minister 
to Switzerland, on behalf of his 
government. 

The commission would be given 
automatic power to investigate pri- 
vate or public manufacture and sale 
of arms in any country signing the 
convention. Full publicity for all 
arms orders is provided in the most 
complete munitions document placed 
here in almost three years of dis- 
armament argument. 

All arms—rifles, machine’ guns, 
grenades, bombs, torpedoes, mines, 
warships, airplanes and ammuni- 
tion—come within the scope of the 
American proposal. 

Austria Demands Equality. 

Austria today demanded equality 
in armaments before the Steering 


Committee and declared its inde- 
pendence was threatened. It said

PRICE FIXING ON WHEAT 
TO BE DROPPED IN FRANCE 


Cabinet Also Agrees to Introduce 
Measure for Absorbing 
Holdover Crop.

PARIS, Nov. 20.—The French 
Cabinet today unanimously ap- 
proved Premier Flandin’s plan to 
scrap the Government price fixing 


on wheat and thereby reduce the 
cost of bread. 

A measure also will be introduced 
in the Chamber of Deputies to ab- 
sorb, either by storage or export, 
the 73,000,000 bushels of wheat held 
over from previous crops and which 
are now a drug on the market.

Many Governments have given 
him medals, and Premier Mussolini 
and King George of England have 
personally commended him for 
bravery, as did the late President 
Coolidge. 

He has been at sea for 31 years. 
First he was with the U. S. Navy, 
serving until after the World War. 
He has commanded the S. 8S. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the S. S. Manhat- 
tan and the S. S. Washington. 

The British freighter Antinoe, 
with a crew of 25 men, foundered 
in a North Atlantic gale in Janu- 
ary, 1926.

BIG WHEAT STUCK 
STILL ARE THREAT 
10 WORLD PRicts 


Continued Acreage Reduc- 
tion Necessary, Says Re- 
port at Opening of Buda- 
pest Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 20.— 
The “glut” of world wheat stocks 
still threatens prices, making con- 
tinued acreage reduction a necessi- 
ty, the World Wheat Conference 
was told at its opening sessions to- 
day, in the report of the London 
Advisory Commission. 

The conference, attended by rep- 
resentatives of the principal wheat 
nations of the world, under the 
chairmanship of John Van A. Mac- 
Murray, American Minister to the 
Baltic States, also has before it re- 
ports that the pacts it has promul- 
gated have been undermined by the 
sales policies of several important 
grain-producing nations. 

Statistics compiled by the com- 
mission are designed to show 
how dumping, price cutting and 
government subsidies are responsi- 
ble for the recent slump in world 
markets. It is reported that Argen- 
tina and France bear the brunt of 
the criticism, but the findings of 
the commission have not been di- 
vulged. 

Soviet Russia is represented at 
the conference, for the first time, 
by Abraham Kassin, president of 
the Russian Grain Export Monopo- 
ly of Moscow. 

World Wheat Review. 

The Advisory Commission's re- 
view of the world wheat situation 
was before the delegates as the 
conference opened, and was  eK- 
plained by Andrew Cairns of Can- 
ada, secretary of the commission, 
It stated that, despite the drouth 
which ravaged most of the produc- 
ing nations last summer, world 
prices were yet threatened by over- 
supply. 

The world carry-over of stocks of 
the basic cereal will be between 
750,000,000 and 800,000,000 bushels on 
Aug. 1, 1935, the report estimated, 
compared with 1,400,000,000 on Aug. 
1, 1934. The 1922-28 average of 
625,000,000 bushels has been adopted 
by the conference as the normal 
figure for world supply. 

Nicholas Kalloy, Hungarian Mine 
ister of Agriculture, made the open- 
ing speech, and said Hungary al- 
ready had sold Italy and Austria all 
the wheat it would export during 
1934. He declared this amount was 
considerably below normal because 
of the drouth.

A VICTORY FOR THE ARMS INQUIRY. 


E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., the largest mu- 
nitions-manufacturing concern in the United States, 
has done the surprising thing of coming out for 
governmental control of the traffic in armaments 
and for the abolition of excessive war-time profits in 
the production of such materials. 

The fact that Lammot du Pont and his associates 
in the business may be seeking to forestall a possible 
nationalization of the armaments-manufacturing in- 
dustry does not detract from the importance of the 
proposal as a sign of the times.

It describes as 
“sound and just” the popular demand that in the 
event of war, “the entire capital and productive re- 
sources of the country should be subjected to the 
national need without the prospect of extraordinary 
compensation.” 

Whether the nationalization of the munitions in- 
dustry would cripple the national defenses, as the 
du Pont letter contends, is a question which needs 
further illumination. Mr. du Pont quotes experts as 
estimating that Government facilities would be able 
to furnish only about 5 per cent of the munitions 
required in the event of war. One does not need to 
be a supporter of governmental monopoly of muni- 
tions manufacture to believe that the Government 
could enlarge its capacities as circumstances re- 
quired. 

At all events, the proposal of the du Pont com- 
pany is a notable victory for the senatorial investi- 
gation into the armaments business. Less than a 
year ago, the resolution of Senators Nye and Van- 
denberg calling for the inquiry was receiving little 
attention in the Senate and it appeared doubtful 
whether it would be approved. In the short span 
that has followed, a remarkable public service has 
been achieved. The findings of the committee have 
had repercussions around the world. There is mount- 
ing sentiment in a number of nations favoring in- 
quiries along the lines of that which the Senate is 
conducting. Efforts are being made to arrange an 
investigation on a world-wide scale. There can be 
no doubt that, from the international standpoint, the 
armaments investigation is by far the most impor- 
tant current activity of the Federal Government. 
In view of this, it is most encouraging to have 
Senator Nye’s assurance that the investigation will 
go on and that all efforts to stop it will be unavail- 
ing. The work of the committee would have been 
amply justified if it had had no other result than 
the du Pont proposal. With an accomplishment such 
as that to its credit, the committee ought to resume 
its task with new courage and fresh industry.

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MR. NAGEL ON A NATIONAL INCORPORATION LAW. 
As a contribution to the discussion concerning fail- 
ure of the states to regulate corporations in the in- 
terest of the common welfare, the Post-Dispatch is 
glad to reprint under the cartoon today extracts from 
an address made almost 25 years ago by Charles 
Nagel of St. Louis. 

Speaking before the Industrial Club of Chicago, 
Feb. 17, 1910, Mr. Nagel, then Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor in the Taft Cabinet, came to the conclu- 
sion that Congress not only had the authority “to 
provide for the organization of commercial corpora- 
tions,” but that the national lawmakers were in ef- 
fect duty bound to do so in order to cope with a sit- 
uation which he could then describe as “intolerable.” 
Mr. Nagel, like President Taft and the late Frederick 
W. Lehmann of St. Louis, recognized a need of the 
times and offered what seemed to be the only real 
solution. After a quarter of a century, the problem 
is still with us, in aggravated form. 

It must be a satisfaction to Mr. Nagel to see a 
special committee of the United States Senate now 
recommending a reform which he and a few far- 
seeing associates urged a heedless business world to 
employ for its own good. 
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Estimates vary as to the cost of. the Woolworth 
heiress’ birthday party, but the girl’s husband places 
it at about $10,000.

and ten. 
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A PROCEDURE ILLINOIS NEEDS TO CHANGE. 

The failure at the recent election of the proposal 
to call a convention for rewriting the Illinois Consti- 
tution in the light of present needs cannot be taken 
as indicative of sentiment on this question in our 
neighbor State. The proposition was beaten before 
the polls opened because of the way in which it was 
offered to the voters. Placed inconspicuously on the 
main ballot to the left of the first list of candidates, 
it was overlooked entirely by a great many voters. 
Every failure to vote on the proposal was the same 
as a vote against it, since under the Illinois law such 
questions must receive a majority of all the votes 
cast. A good majority of those who voted on the 
proposition marked their ballots in favor of it, but 
even so, the 700,000 votes which it received fel] far 
short in the total of about 2,300,000. 

There is a lesson in this for the Horner admin- 
istration. The procedure adopted in 1929, when Louis 
L. Emmerson was Governor, simply does not work. 
Proposals to amend or revise Illinois’ Constitution 
should not be obscured on the main ballot, but should

appear on a@ separate ballot, as did the $30,000,000 re- 
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lief bond issue which received the indorsement Nov. 
6 of 2,000,000 voters. When such proposals fail at 
the polls, it should be because they are voted down, 
not because they are offered in such a form as to go 
unnoticed. 
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THE TENNESSEE VALLEY TEXT. 

President Roosevelt said in his visit to the Ten- 
nessee Valley this week that in his judgment what 
is being done there will be widely copied in the 
United States. 

It will if the industry is not going to reduce rates 
and make electrical services more available to the 
masses. 

Electricity is being made cheap in the Tennessee 
Valley. It is being made so cheap that a great many 
people who could not afford it are now able to do so. 
They have electric lights, electric iceboxes, electric 
fans and all the other electrical devices common to 
a well-appointed American home. The cheapness of 
electricity sends them into the market for these 
devices, with the consequence that consumption both 
of electricity and of electrical household equipment 
is accelerated. 

The country now has an opportunity to realize how 
far-seeing was Senator Norris in his long battle for 
Government ownership and operation of the hydro- 
electric plant at Muscle Shoals. Regulation had 
failed: but there was a way to bring rates down 
within reach of the people. It was to show how 
cheaply electricity can be generated, and what will 
happen when the rates are lowered. President Roose- 
velt cited the case of Tupelo, Miss., where the con- 
sumption of power for residential purposes has in- 
creased 126 per cent under low rates. 

It is for the utilities to say whether or not the 
example of the Tennessee Valley is to be followed 
all over the United States. If they are not to be 
warned by this object lesson, then their own ob- 
duracy must be their undoing. The possibilities of 
cheap electricity have long been demonstrated in the 
Province of Ontario. If it is cheap, virtually all the 
people use it. The whole scale of living rises to a 
level of comfort and convenience that was impossible 
when the rates were high. 

This is the whole case for the Tennessee Valley 
project, the powerful lever used by the Government 
to force electric rates down. It has been a long 
battle, and it has ended as all] such battles inevitably 
end. That is, the people have won it. There is no 
reason why the utilities should not do everywhere 
what is being done in the Tennessee Valley. There 
is no reason why they cannot make it possible for 
more and more people to enjoy electricity. It is one 
of the axioms of our time that the national economy 
can never be robust until we discover how to de- 
velop our great domestic market. 

Here is a way to do it—a way open to the whole 
electrical industry. If the industry will spend in 
the development of electrical services the money it 
has been spending to preserve high rates, to affect 
legislation and to obstruct regulation, it can be the 
gainer from the Tennessee Valley project. 

If it cannot do so, it will be the loser from it. 
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In Mussolini, too, may be detected the fine Italian 
hand that rocks the cradle. 
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AND/OR. 

Usually, it is the layman who gnashes teeth and 
tears his hair at the monstrosities of legal verbiage, 
most lawyers being inured to the strange and verbose 
patois that clutters up legal documents of all kinds. 
Federal Judge Davis, however, finds his skin creep- 
ing under the touch of that legalism, “and/or.” 
“And/or,” says the Judge, with obvious restraint, is 
“useless modern language.” In overruling a motion 
to dismiss a bankruptcy petition, he said his decision 
would have been otherwise if the motion had been 
based on the use of “and/or” in the bankruptcy peti- 
tion. We doubt, however, whether the Judge’s out- 
burst will have much effect. If the language of the 
law and/or medicine were reduced to simplicity, prac- 
titioners would be losing a piece of mumbo-jumbo 
very valuable in impressing the groundlings.

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JAPAN’S DEMANDS. 

Japan’s refusal of the British naval compromise 
proposal may go down in history as marking the 
start of another warship-building race. Both the 
United States and England have found unacceptable 
Japan’s demand for abrogation of the 5-5-3 naval 
ratio, adopted at the Washington conference in 1922. 
Britain had proposed an ingenious evasion of the 
issue: granting Japan parity “in principle,” with 
the understanding that she would not convert this 
theoretical equality into actual equality of tonnage. 
But the Japanese refuse to accept anything except 
concrete equality, so the present discussions seem 
deadlocked. 

Japan has been restive under the treaty terms for 
some time. With her present policy of dominating 
Eastern Asia (or “keeping the peace,’ as her states- 
men express it), Japan considers her naval force in- 
adequate. The goal of equality is a matter of na- 
tional pride as well. Gumpei Sekine, a Japanese 
naval officer, writes in Current History that the 
Japanese people have concluded the inferior ratio 
“has so seriously impaired their national prestige 
that even their neighbors now hold them in con- 
tempt.” 

Other nations may consider these fears exagger- 
ated. Their spokesmen may point out that the Is- 
land Empire’s naval needs are not so great as those 
of far-flung Britain, or of the United States, with its 
two long coast lines. The Japanese remain firm in 
their determination to denounce the Washington 
treaty unless parity is granted. The whole prin- 
ciple of naval limitation is at stake in the outcome 
of the deliberations. 

America and England could, if they chose, enforce 
an inferior ratio on Japan if a naval race developed, 
by virtue of their greater wealth. This would be a 
dangerous solution. The taxpayers of all three na- 
tions would suffer greatly increased burdens, and the 
frictions that lead super-armed nations to the brink 
of war would be aggravated. 

Only the element of time is on the side of those 
who anxiously hope for a favorable solution of the 
problem. The naval treaties, even if denounced by 
Japan, will remain in effect until Dec. 31,1936. In 
that time, it may be possible—through changes in the 
world situation and in the governments of the na- 
tions concerned—for the deadlock to be resolved.

gress to provide. for the organization of 

Federal corporations, the important ques- 
tion is, What is the need for the excercise 
of the authority at this time? When it has 
been said that the states have neglected 
their opportunities, and that in consequence 
the Federal Government has been tempted 
to encroach upon their jurisdiction, I am 
persuaded that the charge against the states 
has gone too far. The failure of the states 
to cope successfully with the conditions that 
have inevitably arisen in the development of 
our commerce is not to be ascribed to negli- 
gence so much as to inability. 

The plain and indisputable fact is that 
the commerce of those organizations with 
which we are really concerned has _ out- 
grown both the boundaries and the authori- 
ty of any particular state. In other words, 
the individual state is vainly struggling to 
control conditions that extend beyond it 
with respect to territory as well as power; 
and the modern demand for congressional 
action is nothing but the plain, practical 
call for an authority that is equal to the 
occasion with which it has to deal. Realiz- 
ing that we have a national commerce, we 
are naturally calling upon national authori- 
ty to control it and to protect it.

The observer need hardly be troubled with 
illustrations to emphasize the gravity of this 
condition. And yet it is doubted whether 
many have made clear to themselves how 
utterly irreconcilable our present system is 
with economical methods. 

Each state has the power to exclude ab- 
solutely the corporate organization of every 
other state, and has the privilege to fix 
the conditions upon which such corporation 
may enter, as well as the time when it may 
have to quit. For many years, this obvious 
embarrassment was overcome by the more 
or less flexible rule of comity. The presump- 
tion was indulged that a corporation of one 
state might enter unless objection was 
raised; and, being a practical people, we 
managed with this tacit understanding to 
solve the inherent difficulties of this condi- 
tion for nearly a century. 

But new problems arose; corporations so 
organized assumed overwhelming propor- 
tions; these organizations were regarded 
more and more as a menace, and state af- 
ter state adopted legislation calculated to 
make the rules of admission more and more 
stringent. Large concerns, unable to enter 
a state in their own right, resorted to or- - 
ganization of subsidiary companies, conform- 
ing in terms to the statutes of the states 
which they wanted to enter, and at the 
same time preserving to all intents and -pur- 
poses their general administrative control. 

As the conflict between state authority 
and these business organizations of national 
proportion became more and more intense, 
proceedings instituted by states were based 
upon the charge that combinations existed 
between foreign companies and their sub- 
sidiary companies organized in the manner 
and for the purpose indicated. ‘Altogether 
artificial conditions were fostered, until our 
commercial systems of large proportion 
were in confessed conflict with the several 
state authorities of our country. 

The result is altogether anomalous. Cor- 


1 SSUMING that authority exists for Con- 


porations organized by state authority enter 
other states at the risk of being expelled 
at any time, of seeing their property put 
on the market, and the good will which 
they have built up destroyed without com- 
pensation. Regulations made in one state 
as to the character of the product to be of- 
fered may be, and often are, in conflict with 
similar regulations in other states that con- 
stitute a ready market for the same con- 
cern. 

Not only is commerce subjected to in- 
consistent, conflicting and often destructive 
regulations, but the inevitable effect of such 
activity is to create false competition be- 
tween the states at the expense of that com- 
merce. The state of lowest standards forces 
the hand of all the rest. Attempts. at 
progressive legislation are paralyzed, just 
as one unfair competitor always lowers 
standards everywhere, 

Nor will the efforts of the several states 
to promote unity of legislation meet this 
difficulty. These efforts are most praise- 
worthy with respect to all subjects which 
rest within the exclusive control of the 
Several states; as to national subjects, they 
are ineffective. All co-operation in mat- 
ters political means government, and why 
resort to mere understandings without bind- 
ing force among the states, when we have 
a common government to deal with a com- 
mon cause? Why not have our’ Federal 
Government legislate where our Governors 


can only confer and recommend? 
* a * 


What is the need and the purpose of the 
proposed creation of Federal corporations? 
As I see it, it is simply to place a private 
business company in its commercial activity 
precisely where the Constitution undertook 
to put the citizens of the United States. 

I believe that there is no question what- 
ever about the authority of Congress to pro- 
vide for the organization of commercial cor- 
porations which may be equipped to develop 
domestic commerce intelligently, and to 
promote our interests in foreign countries. 
I have no question that the existing system, 
which on all sides is at war with itself, has 
become intolerable, and that nothing but 
the untold wealth of our country can ac- 
count for our ability to hold our own as long 
as we have under these conditions. 

I am persuaded that the creation of such 
corporations, immediately responsive to an 
authority which can deal with them on all 
sides, will make only for good. Stability and 


, continuity are absolutely essential to suc- 


cessful commercial operation. A concern 
that enters upon a venture must know that 
it may reasonably expect to develop under 
an accepted system, and that, so long as it 
conforms to the rules of admitted authority, 
it will be safe, secure anti protected, even 
as it will be called to account promptly, vig- 
orously and relentlessly so soon as, in spite 
of the protection which has been accorded, 
it persists in its offense. -

écC ELLOW JACK,” Sidney 
Y Howard's dramatization of 
Dr: Walter Reed’s fight on 
yellow fever in Cuba in 1900, was 
brought to a St. Louis audience last 
night by the Little Theater, which 
is offering the play as one of its 
two attractions for the first month 
of a repertory season. 
The performance was one of 
varying worth, with moments of 
occasional conviction but without 
realizing the full value of a vivid 
and gripping piece. 
“Yellow Jack,” which ran briefly 
on Broadway last spring and which 
the author, in a recent letter to F. 
Cowles Strickland, director of the 
Little Theater, described as his “pet 
baby,” is a “natural’ for amateur 
production. Although it requires a 
cast of some 25 men and only one 
woman, and although lighting and 
staging amount to _ professional 
problems, it has no long sustained 
scenes, permits excellent bit-playing 
and would be impressive by the 
very life-and-death nature of its 
subject material, regardless of pro- 
duction. 
Howard, twice winner of a Pulit- 
zer prize for his plays, worked six 
years with Paul de Kruif to develop 
“Yellow Jack” and his manner of 
presentation more than merely sug- 
gests the scientific method. A few 
opening scenes set down the latest 
results in yellow fever research, 
with the play going back then to 
1900 and centering about Dr. Reed’s 
efforts to prove the contention of 
Dr. Finley, Cuban physician, that 
a mosquito was the germ carrier. 
” » a 
| ine heroism of two of Dr. Reed’s 
medical associates, Dr. Lazear 
and Dr. Carroll, in allowing them- 
selves to contract the disease; the 
heroic death of Dr. Lazear and the 
bravery of four soldiers in submit- 
ting to further tests. The play has 
an unemphatic ending which re- 
stores it to the level of a scientific 
account. 
Hampered by the _ vest pocket 
stage at the Artists’ Guild, Gordon 
Carter, scenic director of the Little 
Theater, changed the architectural 
set to one of singular compactness 
and simplicity and was able, by 
lighting effects, to preserve the 
mood of the piece. Director Strick- 
land modified the requirements for 
horizontal action and saved all but 
a few minor scenes. 
The cast alone seemed not to have 
accustomed itself to the set, and 
the gyrations by soldiers as they 
carried supposed corpses off stage 
brought merriment to the audience. 
It is the soldiers, incidentally, who, 
with language of barracks and sta- 
bles and occasionally by right nom- 
ination of a spade, induce the 
laughs that relieve the intensity of 
the piece.

DESCRIBED BY ACTRESS 


Miss 


Rose Quong Teils_ of 
Their Status in Days 


of Empire. 


Miss Rose Quong, Chinese actress 
and monologist, entertained mem- 
bers of the Junior League yesterday 
with bits of wisdom from old Chi- 
nese philosophers, anecdotes about 
Chinese women, and songs and lul- 
labies of China’s empire days. 

She appeared in the regular series 
of Monday morning lectures at the 


Junior League headquarters in the 
Galleria building. She wore a rich 
brocaded mantdartn coat more than 
200 years old. 

For the most part, her stories 
were about the patience and devo- 
tion of Chinese women in the face 
of casual and cavalier treatment at 
the hands of the men. She spoke 
with hardly a trace of accent. 


Stories of Rejected Women. 

During the Tang dynasty, she 
said, one of the emperors once sent 
his favorite away. She brooded 
about her bad fortune and the chief 
eunuch came to her and said: “Send 
him a token, send him something 
he likes best, and the emperor will 
restore you.” The emperor had 
liked her beautiful hair, so she clip- 
ped it all off, sent it to him, and 
was immediately restored to her 
former place. 

But at the next palace function, 
the emperor became enamored of a 
young dancing girl. The favorite 
said nothing. She merely took the 
chain which indicated her position 
from around her neck, hung it 
about the neck of the dancer, and 
walked quietly away. 

There also was a wife deserted by 
her husband for another woman. 
She, too, said nothing but sent her 
husband a note saying she “was 
like an autumn fan, and of what 
use is a fan after summer is over?” 

Poem Shows Woman’s Status. 

And there was the poet who 
wrote: 

A clever man will build a town, 

A clever woman will pull it down. 

A woman’s wit is sometimes heard, 

She’s really an ill-omen bird. 

Her tongue is like a long flight of 
stairs 

That leads to miserable cares. 

It is not God who mars our lives: 

The fault is rather with our wives. 

Of all we cannot teach or train 

Women. and eunuchs are our bane. 

Since she is invariably asked 
about bandits in China, Miss Quong 
said there were also woman ban-. 
dits. 

Miss Quong quoted many homely 


Chinese epigrams like, “Woman's 
tongue is her sword, which she 
takes care not to let’ rust,” and 


“Man thinks he knows, but woman 
knows better.” 

Miss Quong was born in Austra- 
lia but spent most of her life in 
China. In late years she has been 
in Europe giving recitals and lec- 
tures. She came to America from 
London. She was introduced by 
Miss Martha Love and after the 
lecture was a guest at a luncheon 
at Miss Love’s home, 44 Westmore- 
land place.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Tom Ot- 
tey, who went to college because 
liked to run and to Michigan State 
because Clark Chamberlain was his 
hero, is among the select group of 
four who have won the national 
intercollegiate cross-country cham- 
pionship twice.

know from foreign experience that 
unemployment insurance is desir- 
able. 

“But we have had almost no ex- 
perience with it in this country. 
Wisconsin has made a start in be- 
ginning to collect unemployment 
reserves, in setting up a system. 
There have been a few systems 
within certain industries but this 
has been negligible really. We 
don’t know enough what we want, 
what we need, as yet. 

“That is the real reason for ex- 
perimentation. If we experiment 
on a national scale, then the whole 
thing may be discredited. While 
with the states we have a number 
of possibilities of learning just 
what system of unemployment in- 
surance might work in this coun- 
try. 
“The second, and again a prac- 
tical, reason for allowing the states 
to experiment is that it would be 
virtually impossible, I am _  con- 
vinced, to draw up a national bill 
that all the interested parties could 
agree upon. Each group becomes 
more and more set in favor of one 
plan or another. Those favoring 
pooled reserves will hear of no com- 
promise with the proponents of the 
individual Reserve System. 
Valuable “as a Whole.” 
“Foreign experience is not con- 
clusive. It does prove that unem- 
ployment insurance as @ whole is 
immensely valuable. But their laws 
are shifting to meet changing con- 
ditions. Some people advocate 
transplanting the English system 
but that is obviously impractical. 
“We would have to work out a 
national law that would fit Missis- 
sippi and New York. The diffi- 
culties would be enormous. If we 
should try for a uniform national 
system, it would become a party 
question at once. We feel that in 
the states it will not be a party 
question, even in the few Repub- 
lican states that are left. In many 
states unemployment insurance has 
been indorsed in the platforms of 
both parties.” 

Nine states now have committees 
drawing up unemployment legisla- 
tion. 

“We don’t expect any large or- 
ganized opposition to the contem- 
plated bill. I should myself, as a 
matter of fact, be in favor of a 
national system if it were practical. 
Perhaps after 10 years some sort of 
unified Federal system will be 
possible.” 

Decisions Up to States. 

If the bill follows the specifica- 
tions laid down by Witte, as it is 
expected to in major particulars, 
the most important decisions will be 
left to the various states—whether 
there shall be pooled or company 
reserves, who shall contribute and 
in what proportions. 

This is in line with the views of 
Prof. John R. Commons of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, generally re- 
garded as the father of unemploy- 
ment insurance in this country. 
Commons holds that experimental 
legislation should be worked out in 
the states and he has helped to 
frame many of the measures that 
for years made Wisconsin a politi- 
cal and social laboratory. Fifty of 
Commons’ students, including be- 
sides Witte and an Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor, A. J. Altmeyer, offi- 
cials of every rank and kind, are in 
the present Government, most of 
them in the newer agencies. This 
gives some indication of how wide- 
spread Commons’ influence has 
been.

Tsuneo Matsudaira of Japan last 
night told Britain's Foreign Sec- 
retary that unless the British and 


Americans granted Japan full 
equality in a naval limitation 
treaty, Japan would assume that 
status without a treaty. 

Matsudaira gave to Sir John Si- 
mon the Japanese reply to the re- 
cent British compromise naval sug- 
gestions, rejecting them in toto be- 
cause they recognized only equality 
in principle. 

The Japanese reply puts the sit- 
uation up to the other two Powers 
again and renews the deadlock 
which has hindered the conversa- 
tions since Japan first made its 
demand.

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METHODIST REPORT DENOUNC 
U. S. DISTRIBUTION OF FOOD 


“Genuine Solution” of Problems 
Asked for by Home Mission’s 
Secretary 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—The 
Board of Home Missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church yester- 
day received and referred to a 
committee a report of its executive 
secretary which condemned Gov- 
ernment destruction of food and 
asked for “a genuine solution of 
fundamental economic and social 
problems.” 
The report of the Rev. E. D. 
Kohlstadt said, in part: 
“Curtailment of production and 
destruction of foodstuffs and sup- 
plies in some sections of this coun- 
try for want of which thousands of 
people are actually suffering in oth- 
er sections; the slaughter and bu- 
rial of scores of emaciated but not 
diseased cattle in South Dakota on 
the Lord’s day under a Federal or- 
der while hungry humans looked 
on with consternation; the ship- 
ment of a large consignment of fish 
from Wisconsin to Gloucester, 
Mass., second largest fish shipping 
port in the United States, for wel- 
fare distribution, are tragic illus- 
trations of faulty methods and in- 
dicative of procedure that cannot 
be countenanced by Christianity. 
“Public and private relief budg- 
ets that bulk into billions without 
touching the tap roots of our indi- 
vidual ills, sin or selfishness, may 
give temporary easement to an in- 
tolerable situation, but something 
more than that is imperative to a 
genuine solution of fundamental 
economic and social problems.” 


CARDINAL MUNDELEIN HONORED 
ON 25TH YEAR OF EPISCOPACY

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Cardinal 
Hayes of New York and the Most 
Rev. Amleto Giovanni Cicognani, 
apostolic delegates to America, 
joined George Cardinal Mundelein 
in a celebration today of the twen- 
ty-fifth anniversary of his elevation 
to the episcopacy. 

The greatest assembly of prelates 
since the Eucharistic Congress in 
Chicago eight years ago crowded 
into the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name, where the Chicago Cardinal 
said a solemn pontifical mass. 

Later, a procession of 17 Arch- 
bishops, 87 Bishops, 10 Abbots, sev- 
eral hundred domestic prelates and 
papal chamberlains and 1000 priests 
marched from the cathedral rec- 
tory to the entrance of the _ ca- 
thedral. 

Amplifiers carried the ceremonies 
to throngs which jammed streets 
near by. The program also was 
broadcast. 

A message of felicitation was re- 
ceived from Pope Pius. 

Cardinal Mundelein paid tribute 
to his diocese, asserting: “I do not 
hesitate to say that nowhere today, 
not even in times gone by, will you 
find so large a proportion of the 
Catholic population practical and 
practicing, not merely professing, 
Catholics. * * * During the past 
year of the jubilee, by actual and 
official count, 85 per cent of the 
number went through the exercises 
of a holy and purifying mission in 
their parish churches and ap- 
proached the tribunal of penance 
and the eucharistic table of the 


MISSOURI SUPREME COURT 
TO PASS ON OPTOMETRY CASE 


Will Decide Whether Sears, Roe 
buck and Optical Firm Can 
Practice in St. Louis.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20.— 


The Missouri Supreme Court en 
bane today assumed jurisdiction of 
a quo warranto proceeding filed 
by Attorney-General McKittrick, 
which is designed to prevent the 
Gate City Optical Co. and Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. from engaging in 
the practice of optometry in St. 
Louis, in alleged violation of the 
State law. 

The court issued a writ, return- 
able within 30 days. The defend- 
ants will file their answer within 
that time and the case then will be 
set for argument before the court. 

The petition charges the two com- 
panies are violating the law, ana 
usurping privileges and franchises 
not contained in their charters, 
through the operation of optometry 
offices in the Sears, Roebuck & Co. 
stores at 1408 North Kingshighway 
and 3708 South Grand boulevard, 
St. Louis. McKittrick charges the 
two offices are operated under the 
direction of the Gate City Optical 
Co., which he said is not licensed 
to engage in the practice of optom- 
etry, and that 25 per cent of the 
gross fees collected is paid to Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. Licensed optome- 
trists are employed in each of the 
offices.

| LADYS LAMB is one of the 
Give best figure skaters in the 

world and besides knowing just 
about all there is to know about 
|figure skating, possesses the secret 
of how to lose two pounds in four 
minutes. 

In the thigh-length 
tume she had worn while she and 
‘her partner Norval Baptie, _ re- 
hearsed a new routine for. their 
next exhibition at the Arena, Gladys 
‘explained: “It’s simple, but not ex- 
jactly easy. All you have to do is 
| become an exhibition figure skater. 
It is usual for me to lose a couple 


of pounds during a four or five 
minute exhibition and some skaters 
lose more than that. I imagine 
Mr. Baptie loses at least five pounds 
during an exhibition, for he really 
carries the burden of the act—and 
thats me. Swinging me around in 
the air and all those things—is real- 
ly work. But even ordinary skating 
will keep your weight down. SkKat- 
ing is ideal exercise for keeping 
yourself in trim generally, and any- 
one who would skate a couple of 
hours each day could eat as much 
as he wants of anything and never 
have to worry about growing fat.” 
Gladys herself weighs 120 pounds.

Science Finds 
Chemical That 
Kills Ameba 


Immediately Destroys Dyy 
entry Germs Without 


Harming Humans.

MEBIC DYSENTERY has 
A psuany been considered to be a 

tropical disease, but as was 
pointed out in the article yesterday, 
it has found its way into many tem- 
perate climates, and is widespread 
in the population of the United 
States. 
Undoubtedly a factor in the inva- 
sion of temperate climates has been 
the return of troops from tropical 
countries. For instance, of 31,000 
British troops returning to England 
from the Near East, nearly 10 per 
cent were found infected with 
amebae. Of 1200 American soldiers 


jreturning from France, where they 


had associated with French and En- 
glish soldiers who had _ served in 
tropical countries, nearly 11 per cent 
were found to be so infected. 
Amebae are small animals con- 
sisting of a single cell. There are 
many varieties of them, most of 
which do not cause any disease 
either in man or the lower animals, 
A common pond amebae is con- 
stantly cultivated in biological 
study rooms to demonstrate to be- 
ginners in the study of biology the 
nature of a single-celled organism, 
These pond amebae are entirely 
harmless. 

Of the many varieties that live in 
the human intestine only one or 
two can cause disease, the most 
pathagenic being entameba histoly- 
tica. Fortunately, as so often hap- 
pens when danger threatens, with- 
in the last few years, a group of 
enthusiastic research workers has 
been endeavoring to find a weapon 
to combat the ameba. These men, 
working at the University of Cali- 
fornia, started out with the idea 
that there should be found a cer- 
tain chemical substance which 
would be extremely toxic to the am- 
eba, but would do no harm to the 
cells of the human body nor cause 
any poisoning even if absorbed. The 
older remedies, ipecac and emetine, 
proved not very effective and had 
a distinctly poisonous action, even 
in small doses. 

These men, working under the 
leadership of Prof. Chauncey D. 
Leake, tried one substance after an- 
other. Their idea was the same as 
that of Erlich in looking for what 
Paul de Krief called “the magic bul- 
let”—a chemical substance which 
would have a selective action. For 
instance, we can use a certain red 
stain on cells which will stain only 
the protoplasm and leave the nu- 
cleus alone. This is because the 
protoplasm has a chemical] affinity 
to the stain and the nucleus has 
not. 

Why can’t you find a drug which 
will kill only the germ of a disease 
and leave the body cells of the host 
unharmed? “Why, in the case of 
amebae,’ Dr. Leake wondered, 
“can’t we find a chemical which is 
not poisonous to man but will kill 
off an ameba as soon as it touches 
it?” He tried one substance after 
another. Finally he hit on a prep- 
aration of arsenic, named “carbar- 
sone’, which did just the thing for 
amebic dysentry. It can be taken 
in a large quantity without harm- 
ing the human body cells, but when 
it comes in contact with an ameba 
immediately destroys it.
